“Iris in the exploitation of her mineral 
resources that one might look fur a great 
improvement in China’s material conditibn.” 
These were the words opening a particularly 
interesting part of Mr, Bynow Brewan’s 
recent lecture to the Society of Arts, a part 
which we do not remember to have seen 
quoted or commented “upon by the Home 
papers coming under our notice. The fact 
that many people in England five lately 
been expressing alarm at the approscliing 
exhaustion of the British coalfields lends 
additional importance to the statement that 
in Chia there lies, practically antouched, 
sufficient coal to supply the whole world for 
three thousand years. Practically un- 
touched, we have said; and should add that 
only lately have u few foreigners been per- 
mitted to make proper exeavations, chiefly 
in territories described as their spheres of 
influenco. The native method bas been 
simply to scrape’ away the more obvious 
outerops, and the annual ‘import of coal 
into Chinn is put at 1,400,000 tons, éosting. 
about. £1,000,000. In coal mining, then, 
Mr, Brenan sees greater attractions’ for 
the employment of Britieh capital, He has 
also a careful eye for tie improvement in 
the condition of the people that would 
result from the opening of coul mines on a 
large and profitable scale. ' Unfortunately, 
before British capital can be so invested, 
there will have to be another of the big 
fights with Chinese official ebtuseness, for 
the adequate revision of the mining regula- 
tions, promised by China in the new Com- 
mercial Treaty following the events of 1900, 
has not been effected. China then under- 
. took, “with all expedition and earnestness,” 
‘to study the mining regalations iu. force in

Great Britain, India, and elsewhere, with u 


view to adopting auch as would “offer 
no impediment to the attraction of foreign 
capital,” and promote nt, the same time the 
interests of Chinese anbjects. The only sets 
of wining regulations published during the 
two yenrs following thut treaty are distinctly 
discournying. to the chances of foreign 
enterprise in this direction. They provide 
that. Chinese must retain a controlling 
intérest. in any cempany formed, and 
licences are issued for only thirty years, 
applicable 10 arens of not; more than ten 
square miles, while the royalty of- five per 
cent. on all coal extracted is almost prohibi- 
tive to those contemplating the Jevelopment 
of « new -mine which may, or may aot, 
prove to bea profitable one. Mr. Brenan 
bas already confirmed our impression that 
the Chinese official regard for the welfare of 
the people is a negligible quantity; and 
while the promised revised regulations are 
still to come, it is small wouler if prospective 
enterprisers estimate them ou the basis of 
those already quoted, and refuse to invest 
either capital or labour under such shadowy 
conditions and  unprowising 
-Meanwhile, while this ob-tructive spirit at 
headquarters continues, the Chinese ‘pro- 
vincial authorities are continuing a course 
of wetion which . must inevitably-embarrass 
all future movements to make China more 
prosperous. Actuated as much by political 
as financial ambition, various coucessionaires 
are reported to have obtained exchisive 
mining rights over huge areas which they 
will never be able adequately to develop. 
These huge slices, ewbrucing both fat and 
lean mining laud, if their grant be con- 
firmed, will not be developed in the way 
that China herself, if wise, would wish 
them, while their non-availability would be 
a further discouragement to the bona-fide 
enterprisers who. may confidently be ex- 
pected to come forward whenever the terms 
of the new commercial treaty are honestly 
fulfilled. Mr. Brenan suggests thut the. 
attention of the Chinese Government should 


be at once drawn to the proceedings of the 
provincial governors; and while it may do 
no good, some such action is certainly 
desirable on the part of the British repre- 
sentative ut Peking.

THE MERCHANDISE MARKS ACT. 


“MADE IN GERMANY” CONDEMNED, 


The Birmingham Chambor &f Commerea, at 
8 recent sitting, considered the Bill bronght 


into the House of Commons for the amendment | 


of the Merchandise Merks Act by Sir Howard 
Vincent, M.P., the object of which is. to 
substitute the word “ imported” for the name 
of the country of origin. The Chamber decided 
that, instead of “imported” the word “foreign” 
should be used in the case of foreign goods, aud 
* colonial” for goods coming from the colonies. 
Sir Howard Vincent's atteution having been 
called to the matter, he informed one of our 
representatives that ha welcomed the decision 
of the Birmingham Chamber of Commerce to 
support his “sixteen-year-old proposal to amend 
the 26th Section of the Merchandise Marks 
Act by getting rid of ‘made in Germany.’” 

“The Chanceltor of the Exchequer,” writes 
Sir Howard, “has declared that be does not 
differ as to the desirability of a change in the 
law. But it must be done by statute ou the 
initiative of the Board of Trade. 

“ How much longer are we to wait? I have 
introduced tho Bill vear after year. But the 
ballot ‘has been unkind. Now the Chombar of 
Commerce of Birmingham comes forward to 
help, It bas invited oll the local members to 
back the Bill and ballot to get a place. Mr. 
Evelyn Cecil aud Mr. Middlemore have con- 
sented. I hope othera may do so too. Will 
any bon. members from other localities join P 
It will be & great help.

BE CEMETERY BYE-LAWS, 

~The Registrar Genoral sent in the following 
minate:—I beg to invite the attention of the 
Board tothe Cemetery Bye-laws (p. 93 0fOrd. 1 
of 1903) ond to auggest the ainendment. of 
Byo-laws A 4ond 7 and Bland 16, The byo- 
laws provide for tho digging of graves toa 
dapth of soven feet, aud for the covering of the 
surface with chunam among. other substances. 
Tho first provision causes unnecessary labour and 
,oxponse in digging the grave, and is directly 
opposed to tho ‘teachings of sanitary science, 
The second provision is a'so unsanitary as tho 
chunun forms on impervious covering. The 
bye-lawa should. in my opinion bs amended by 
changing seven into five and by leaving out 
the word chunam. Tho undertaker's licances, , 
acopy of which I attach, should bo similarly 
altered by changing ” not lesa than six English 
foot " into “not less thau three Fing.ish foot.” 

Dr. Clark minuted—I am not’ dispoxad 
torecommend the Board to amend the 
Cemetery Byo-laws on the lines indicated 
by the Hon. Registrar General. - It must 
bo borne in mind that cemetery bye-lawa 
sre framed primarily to preserve the purity of 
the atmosphere and not necassarily to secure 
the most speedy decomposition of the dead body. 
The burial of corpses close to the’ surface 
invariably leads to the contamination of the 
atmosphere by the gascous and other products 
of decomposition, and this is especially 
Viable to occur in cemeteries such an we have in 
this Colony—built on the side of a hill, so that, 
ao heavy rain storm may at ony time remove the 
layer of the surface’ soil, espacially in recently 
filled graves, and expose the coffins if they are 
not buried at an adequate depth. Moreover, it 
is well kvown that the germs of nota few 
diseases, such for instance as plague and typhoid 
fever, cou live in the surface soil, and although 
the Government Baoteriologist has stated in 
his report on plague that plague bacilli bare 
not yet been found in earth surrounding coffins 
containing. plague corpsas, yet this is hardly 
conclusive evidence in the present state of our 
knowledgeconcerning this disease, and aldhongh 


] ol! recogniaed doathe from plague aro interred 


in a special cometery, yet it cannot be denied 
that a considerable percentage of unrecognised 
¢4se is interred in the general cemeteries. The 
mogel Bye-laws of the Local Government Board 
of England require every portion of the cofiln 
containing an adult budy to be not less 
then ‘four feet below the surface of tho 
surrounding’ #fouyd, ond allowing for the 
extra depth af a Chinese coffin, and allowing 
margin of error in the meosurement wale by 
the Chiness sdtton, there is not much difference 


between our, bye-laws aud the regulations in’ 


force at homg. The undertaker’s licence might 
be altered from,'six English ‘feet to five 
English feot,‘as af allowanco of one foot 
only, for the extreine depth ef a Chinose 
coffin is considerably below the ‘average. With 
regard to the question of. chunam, the bye-law 
specifies “turf or chunam or other material op- 
proved by the Board” and as chunam is harily 
ever used now-a-days for this purpose, excopt 
for the repair of those large Chinese graves 
which are no longer allowed in tho comoteries 
owing to tho exigencies of space, it is hardly 
worth while to amend a bye-law in this respect, 


especially as, with the exception of the Tung:

Mr, Rumjsho minuted~-The depth must be at 
lest five fost a8 suggested by the M. 0.

Mr, Lou Chii Psk minuted—It appears that 
ng one is sure what depth is necessary. I think 
four feot is quite sufficient, and if the gravo is 
turfed'there ig no fear of the looee soil being 
washed ‘away. f 
| Dr. Atkinson miouted—I agree’ with the 
M.O.H. that it’ id not advisable to alter the 
bye-laws. Burying in terraces ai we do here 
seems to require o depth of seven feet, 
Although the sim of earth burial is to facilitate 
the ultimate reduction of the body into its 
component elements, the bacteria which. affect 
this aro increased in tho. deoper ieyora of the 
soil, at least-some hacteriologists say so.

The depth at which it is necessary 
to bury is conditioned by (1) the possibility of 
remains being dotected by animals and dug up 


turfing the gtaves promptly atter burial. 
‘Whon orgonio matter ia buried in the upper 
layera of tha earth it ia attacked by animet 
and vegetable o ganiams, the animal world 
boing chiofy represented by theinsects andthe 
vagetable world by the bactoria. A body before 
it is buried hos already begun to decompose 
through the agency of tho bactoriait coutains, 
when it is placed in the earth this‘locomposition 
is helped by tho aoil bacteria, It becomes tho 
bacterial food of the living earth, Doop buriul 
retards this process. In place of thu speedy 
disintegration and devomposition, thore takes 
place a slow procesa of putrefuction with the 
elimination of more putrid gasos than whon 
the body is properly but less deeply buried, If 
a body be buried deoply enough to provont 
dogs detcoting it by thelr sense of smell, the

With regard to the burfal 
of bodies dead from infootions diseases, while 
it is imporsiblo to make a definite statement 
founded on . sciontifio- evienco to the 
effoct that it is quite impossible for the air 
of o graveyard to contaia organisms doriveL 
from the buried. bodies, yet on the other band 
thore is absolutely no scientific fountation for 
such n belief. Specific organisms of dinonse 
nisy possibly bo carriod from the gravos into 
wator courses ond this is far moro possible with 
deep than with shallow burial. Speaking. 
generally, the trend of modern opinion with 
Tegurd ‘to the persistenco of apscifle disease 
organisms in tho soil, is that tho more they ara 
brought into contact with the naturally 
occurring eaprophytio 
soil. the more rapidly will they die out. 

This holds good for plagac, typhoid and 
cholera. It is true that certain exporimentors 
hase kept the typhoid bacillus alive in 
soil fur, long periods—e.g, over a year. 
It doos not follow however that typhoid bacilli 
ina dead body can survive for auy longth of 
time in a properly made grave. Dr. Robertson 
in 1898 found by exserimont that tho bacillus 
typhosus quickly died in the soit of 
grass covered areas, Dr, Sydney Mortin 
1898-1901, found that in sterilised. soils 
ho ‘could, cultivate the “bacillus anit keop 
it alive for over a year. This ‘kind’ of 
soil dovs not. occu in nature.

The: Attorney-General in opening, briofly 
narrated “tha fneta of the tragedy. On tho 
Ath inst, just aweok ago, at six in tho evening, 
the prisonur, the docenned and four othr eailors 
were having their sipper in the fo'c'sle of the 
King George. A xhort conversation took place 
between the prisoner sud the dead man with 
regard to the following aceurrence whith 
happened thatafternoon: —The prisoner had been 
ordored by tho third mate to do come work 
in the rigging, and he foiled to do it. 
On speaking about this matter at suppor it 
appears that the prisoner boasted that he had 
used xome very violent languege to the third 
mate, Tho decensed man donisd that prisoner 
had done go, and called bira a liar, bastard and 
other names, and thea struck him in the fave, 
Thoroupon prisoner rolled over on the bench: 
aud tho dead mau rolled over on top of him. 
During tha struggle prisoner drow his sheath 
Knife and plangod it into tho abdomon of tho 
doad man, inilicting an essentially fatal wound. 

Tho prisoner said. that the evidence was 
correct, Ho did not intend to- kill tho man. 
Deceamd had beon bullying him all the way 
from Philadelphia, 

Prisoner was convicted of manslaughter. 

His Lordship in his remarks to the prisoner 
said:—You did not kill him intontionally, 
for if the evidence’ had pointed that way 
you would hove hewn charged with murdor. 
From the evideooe I um satisfied that 
this young mon, sbout your own age, was 
a. bully, and was bullying you on that 
occasion, Bo brought his death npon himself in 
one sense.’ That does not justify you for doing 
thut aot, “You ought to have gona to the Cap- 
tain aud complininod. I feel thot at tho time 
you did not think about tho Captain -or 
anyouo olse, but in the heat of passion 
you stuck your knifo in him. I always 
hisyo  considorablo ‘sympathy with. a mon 
struck, especially “in the. faco, ‘but that ' 
nympathy does not extend to one who usos 
aknife. That must be stopped, nd you must | 
understand that a koifo must not be used | 
except in the gravest circumstanoa. ‘You are 
avery young mon, only 22, just starting in 
life,” In consideration of your youth I shall | 
only sentence you to threa years’ hard labour, 
and Jel this bo o worning to you—under no 
circumstances use a knife.

Hie Honour said This is an action in 
which the plaintiffs seck to recover from the 
dofendarta u anim of $648, being the price: of 
10,800 Ibs. of biscuits, at 6 conts a Ib, sold oud 
delivered to the defendants. . 

There were to contract botween the pirtios, 
Tho firt contract was enterod iuto on the 16th 
of December 1004 aud was for 50,000 ‘Ths, of 
Diseuita at 64 conte a Ib. Under this contract 
200 tius of biscuits, each tin holding 54 Ibs., 

” wore packed. Of theso 200 tins, 10 tins wero 
delivered ta defendants on 24th of December, but 
wore vejactal by them os not being up 
to sample, Theso 100 tina were taken back by 
the plaintiffs and kept with the other 100 tins 
in theic bakery.

ia that nooxamination or inspection of the goods 
which ho himself has mado will debar him from 
relyiig on that express condition against all 
defects which such jnepection or examination 
should have revealed. : ; 

An article mny be said to be of merchantable 
quality when it is -soleable os a commercial 
commodity under the description by which it 
ix sold. Beenuse the purchasers from Blackhead 
and Co. who brought from Weismann and Co, 
rojeoted the goods, that is. no reason for holding 
that the goods wore not of merchantable quality. 
Thore ix uo evidence why the nitimate consigness 
rejorted the gods. Evonif they rejected them 
because they considered them to be unealeable 
gach ‘unsaleubleness may not have been duo 
to the article not boing: per se s vendible 
commorcial commodity by its description, but 
Decauge there was no market at the time for the 
goods,. Whut I havo to consider is, assuming 
that there was a-market for the goods, would

ono or other of whom was present during all 
the time when the biscuits were boing packed, 
wonld allow broken pisonits to be packed;’

provented unsatisfactory bisenits from being 
packed. The handling and shaking of tho tins 
with the biseuits inside would moreover be 
quite enough to account for tho biscuits bo- 
coming broken, Were then the gooda mouldy 
when delivered to the defeadante ? There is 
not tha leost evidonca to show that’ they were. 
I feel sure that Weismann ond Peick woald not 
have passed euch biscuits at the packing on the 
30th of Decomber. I know that there was no 
stipulation, as 9 condition of the sale, that’ the 
buyer was to examine the goods, and that there- 
foro a voluntary oxaminstion by the purchaser 
at the time of packing would not oxempt the 
vendor frem complianco with the implied 
condition that the balk and the sample should 
correspond in quality. Novertheless, the part 
taken by those two mon at’ the packing con- 
vinees me that it was highly isprobable that 
monldy bisenits were packed. There ‘cortainly 
was uo condition express or implied that the 
Diacuits would not become monldy. ‘within a

teforn they wore thoroughly dry. That was 
the way in which Captain Douglas accounted 
for the mould in some of the biecuite, Assunio 
thon that seme of the biscuits were not properly 
dried whon packed. Does this conatitnto non- 
correspondence of the bulk with tho samplo.in 
quality which includes state or condition ? I 
think that it does, if the samplo was in 
a dry state; the b'souits did’ not therefore 
correspond with the state orqnality of the sam- 
plo if they woro in a damp state. _ But the 
evidenca doas not satisfy mo that any of the 
biscuits wese not properiy. dried befory beiug 
packed, Thetwo months which elapsed between 
the despatch of the hiscuits to Singapore 
aud their retarn .to Hongkong, snd 
the chanesa of bad soldering may adequat ly 
uccount for the present condition, of 
some of tho biscuits. On tho other hand 
Woismavn mado it clear that the biscuits first 
delivered in puranance of the kecond contract 
were biscuits. which had beon baked for him 
in: pnrauance of the first contract, This makes, 
it improbsble that any of tho bisonits olivered 
were in a damp condition not corresponding 
to the samplo C, a-suming that sample to have 
peen dry of which (here is no. evidence. My 
conclusion is that the implied condition thet the 
pulkshonldcorrespond with the sample in quatity 
yas fulfilled. ‘Then, had Weismann s reasonable 
opportunity afforded him of comparing the 
bulk with the sample? As a rule the place of 
delivery is the placd for comparing the balk 
with the sample. That place was, under thie 
contrast, the Star Ferry Wharf by St. George's 
Bnilding. There is nothing in the contract 
or inthe circumstances to rebut the presump- 
tion that the place of delivery was to be the 
place of inspection. Under the first contract, 
the place of delivery was tho placo whero inspee- 
tion took places: the previous condnet of 
‘Woismann therefore confirms the presumption. 
No inspection was a3 9 fact made, though a 
reasonable opportanity was afforded. Judgod 
in tho light of Welsmsnn's provious act in 
having tho tins delivered under the first 
contract opened on the Praya for inspection, 


it looks as if he was satisfied by the facilitios 1. 


ho ond Peick had had to superintend the 
packing, thatthe biscuits were up to sample. 
L hold thea that the second implied condition 
was fulfilled. As regards the third implied 
condition, arising on 9 contrast of sale by 


sample, I think thot it hos been satisfied: 


because there was no defect, so far os is 
known, in the somple which was not apparent 
on roaxounble exsmination of the sample so as 
to render the goods unmerchantable. ” 

Now if I am wrong in my conclnsion thet 
the quality of the bulk corresponded with the 
quality of the sample, I shall hove-to inguire 
what was the legal effect of tho conduct of 
Weismavo: in not svailing bimeelf of the 
reasonable opportunity afforded him of compar- 
ing the bulk with tho-samplo, and in delivering 
the biscuits to Blackhead and Co, in pursuance 
of his contract: with them, A buyer “is..not 
deemed to have accopted goods delivered te him 
which halios not previously exemined, unlesa 
and until he has had » resonable opportunity 
of examining them for tho purpose of ascertain- 
ing whether they ate in conformity with the 
contract, This opportunity to examine is a 
dondition precadent to acceptance, but dooa noy 
constitute accéptance. The buyer is deemed to 
\nve accepted the goods when, inter alia, the 
goods lisve beeu delivered to him and he does 
spy act in relation to them which is incon- 
sistent with the ownersbip. of tho seller. 
The Grst of thes proofs of acceptance in 
performance of the contract ia satisfied because 


‘dhe goods wrre doeliyered to the defen- 


dante. I think the second proof of acceptance 
ia also satisfied. The delivery of the goods to 
Blackhend & Co, underan independent contract 
was on act inconsistent: with the ownership of 
the plaintiffs or sollors. There was no. contract 


‘petwoen Hip Lung and Blackhead &'Co., and. 


Weismann was zot entrusted with tho goods as 
Hip Lung's agent or biilea to pass them on to 
Blackhead & Co. Let us look ot this matter 
from the point of view of the property baving 
passed to the buyer. J have ssid that this con- 
tract is, in one of ita phases, a contract of sale 
of unascortained goods by description. In such 
case, when goods of that description are in a 
deliverable state (#.c. such a state that the buyer 
would under-the contract be bound ta take 
Acliveryof them )are unconditionally appropriated 
to the contract, the proporty in ‘the goods 
thereupon posses to the buyer: and whore, in 
pursnauce of the contract, the selior delivors the 
goods to the buyer and. does not reserve the 
right of disposal, he is deemed to bave un- 
conditionally appropriated the goods to the 
contract. Tho defendants thon did an act in 
relation to the goods which was not only in- 
consistent ‘with the ownership of the sellers, but 
also entirely consistemt with their own property 
in thogoods, I am accordingly of opinion that 
Weismann and Co. accepted these 200 tins of 
bisonits. Thero was an argument addressed to 
me to the effect that Weismann, having rejected 
the gools within s reasonable time, could not 
ba held to have accepted the goods. It is 
enough to point out that I have aot based tho 
seeeptance on the ground that Weismann failed 
‘to reject within s reasonable time. The next 
question is, what rosults from the acceptance by 
the buyers in porformanco of the contract ? 
This was not a severable coatract of sale; and 
whore a contract of sale is not severable and the, 
buyer has accepted the goods, or part thereof, 
the breach of any condition to be fulfill by 
the seller can only. be treated os o breach of 
warranty, and not a3 ground for rejecting the 
goods. So that if there had beon any breach of 


1 agree to such a condition, because the treatment 
of the biscuits in the hands o£ another party 
would be beyond his control and might be such 
as to most effectively produce mouldines:. 


acgndition, such breach would not entitle the 
defendants to reject the goods. But it was

By the term “breach of worranty” is moant 
(1) 8 broach by the seller of a warranty which is

appearing on the’ face of the contract. Hos 
then tho buyer elected or been compelled to 
trea: the breuch of condition asa breach of 
warranty P Assnming, contrary to my opinion, 
that there has been a breach of conilition, 
which. would have entitled the vendew to ro- 
pudinte the contract at once, I think that, 
wh6a the vondee in this eneo nccopted the goods, 
he elected to trent the breach of condition as 4 
breach of warranty aud to go on with tho con- 
tract. I think, too. that his right to set up 


against the aollor the breach of warranty 
in diminution or extinétion of the price 
continued in force until tho seller brought an 
action ‘for the price. Tho onus is on tho 
vendeo to prove the smount by which ho 
seoka to diminish the price and to prove that 
the goods sro- worth nil by way of oxtinc- 
tion of the price sued for. If he sets up either 
a reduction or an extinction he must prove tho 
difference between the price contracted for and 
the real valuc. He has not mode «ny attempt 
to prove this, It is not sufficient. in extinction 
of the price, for the vondeo to state that tho 
gocds are worth nil to Lim for the purpose 
He might 
have gold the goods by auction. If. the 
goods had forched say only 25 per cont of the 
contrant, price or there had been no bid for 
the goods, then there might bave been somo 
evidence to go to a jury in diminution or oxtine- 
tion of the price for which action was brought. 
How far lapse of time between the delivery and 
the return of the goods would have discounted 
the value of that evidence, I cannot say. Ther 
will be judgment for plaintiffs with coals.

stop to the perpetual wanderings of her father, 
he could hare gone to that havon of rest, and 
Spent his declining years in company with his 
danghter Clemontine. Since the Princess pro- 
wised hor hard to Prince Victor, and is rosolved 
to marry him oguinst the King’s wishes, all is

U.S. FAR EASTERN SQUADRON,

It-is not supposed that there isany 

actual danger of any such action by _cither 

belligerent. so that the naval measure now being 

taken by this country must be locked upon as 

one of precaution, which in similar cicum- 

stances it would be the duty of ony strong 

Power to take,

REASONS FOR SURRENDER—TRUE CONDITION 
i OF THE DEFENCE. 

A upecial correspondent of the Standard 
wrote on Feb. Lith :—In accordance with your 
instructions, I Joft Constantinople a few days 
ago to await at Port Said ‘the arrival of the 
‘Australien, with General Stocssel -aud_ the 
other, officers from Port Arthur who have- 
given their parole. 

Yn the course of his voyage home from the 
Far East Goneral Stoessel Tins touched at many 
yerta, and been approached Ly many inter- 
viewers, but he has hitherto refused te make 6 
detailed defence of his conduct of the siege of 
Port Arthur. ‘ 

Thanks, howavor, to the good offices of a 
mutual friend, the General, lust night, consented 
to receive mein his privato cabin, and, in the 
course of an hour's conversation— carried on in 
Ruasion, the only language he is able to speak— 
he gave me.acomplete account of the eircum- 
staucos which led up to the surrender. ' 

Tho only other persons present wero General. 
Reins, the Chief of Staff, General Dimitrievaky, 
and (wo ather officers of lesser rank, 

L hogan by (rauslating to General Stoessel, 
word for word, the detailed charges formulated 
by the Peking Correspondent of the Tunes, 
with the object of affording him the op portunity 
of muking « reply to accusations as lefinite as 
they were damaging. 

First, as to the question of food, ‘The 
despatch under consideration stated that, at the 
fime of its fall, the fortress contained sample 
supplies for three months, 

To this Genoral Storssol replied :—-“ After 
October the garrivon had os rations three pounds 
of bread per day and 100 granimes of horxe- 
flesh twice a week. I admit the truth of the 
stutement that-there were 2,0L0 horses in the 
lines, but they were absolutely necessary for the 
traneport of munitions, water, and provisious to 
the various peints within the pernmeter of 27 
kilometres, It was not possible, therefore, to 
slaughter moro thon enough te furnish the 
aboce-mentioned ration. At the. end of 
November dogs’ flesh was being sold at the rate 
of 44 kopecka per pound. 

With reference to the sapplies of flour, the 
gariison had sufficient for sixty days, but the 
statemont that the British steamer Aliag Arthur 
had, just tefore the sarronder, landed 7,000 tons 
is quite absurd. Her total tonnage was only 
2000, and, ava mutter of fact, she landed less 
than 40,000 poods, 70u tons.” 

The reflections mode on the conduct of his 
oflicers especially incensed the General.

“Woll,” 
he said, “Ican show you the official medical 
returos. They prove that over 200 had been 
killed outright, and that 6J0 hed been wounded, 
and had gona into hospital—some of these, how- 
ever. passing through twice.” 

I pointed ont to him the passage stating that 
“the Japanese found in the fortress more than 
25,000 strong, able-bodied soldiers capable of 
miking s sortie.” -He at once referred to the 
official figures. 

«Lot me reply to that,” he said, “ that on the 
eve of the surrender there were 18,000 of my 
men in the hospitals, and that on the dey of the 
fot] 4,008) of them left the pluce—on crutches, in 
conveyances, by any means they could —for fear 
of remaining in the hands of the Japanene. 

“ ‘Thoet left 14,000 in the hospitals when the 
fortress changed hands, und of these not a‘ small 
proportion.’ but 6,000 were suffering from 
wounde, Indeed. during tho closing weeks of 
the siege I had, on the average, 400 men 
wounded avery day. 

“The strength of the garcison has beon 
greatly exaggorated. It at no time numbered 
25,000 men, a8 T see stated hore. At tho end 
of April, before the investment, tho whole of 
the Hussian forces in the Kwan-tung Peninsula 
consiated of the Fourth Division, composed of 
five regiments, one battalion of the resservo, 
and four batteries, or an’ effective total of 
19,688. At the end of the siege this command 
hind been reduced to 5978 effectives, And yet 


the world is informed thot I had 25,000 mon 
avuiluble for sortie |” 

At this point one. of the officers present 
interjected the remark that he had started to 
hold Eagle Nest Hill with 75) men; when he 


waa forced to ovacuate it, he brought away only

‘As to the health of the garrison, General 
Stoessel xvid :— Om A, 

“In September there were only 700 men on 
the nick Fist but after that month, when the 
real strain of the siege began to tell, the, eases 
of dysentery, typhoid, und particularly seurry,. 
increased uf an alarming rate. 

“The wounded, who hod seldom remained in 
hospital for more than o waok at tho ‘outset of 
the xiege, rarely recevered after October.", 
Nothing could better illustrate the condition 
of weakness to which thoy were reduced; it 
certainly, I was assured, disposed of the charge 
thot “there were many malingerers.” 

The indictment under discussion stated that 
“the junk service was continuous”; that junke 
coustantly arrived during the siege. with pro- 
visions—" sometimes fifty im one day.” 

With considerable em: Sasi, General Stoessel 
replied :—" Up to October it is possible that a 
dozen janks moy have eueceeded in entering 
Port Arthur from Chi-fn with despatches. Rut 
they certuinly did not bring any provisions—

General Stoossel met the accusation with in- 
dignation and ridienle, “ The truth is," he suid 
“that it was only too difficult to keep the 
fighting front supplied properly with ammuni- 
tion, and nono of it, you may be. sure, was 
wasted wilfully, Atthe end of November we 
hat ouly 6,000 shells for the guns of larger 
calibrg, and no shrapnel, which was the kind 
wo most wanted. - é 

“Detonating fusos began to fall short in 
October, and after that we were forced to 
extract the rotten old Chinese ones in the 
maguaings, or to make up some‘snbstitute our- 
selves, Thu result was that only one in ten 
barst,” : : 

“Ttis impousible now,” continued the General. 
“4 prove the fulsity of the accusation, but I 
ask you and your readers to choose between my 
denial of it and on article which contains so 
many statements that are demonstrably untrue.

37-millimétre shells which were absolutely uso- 


tone of the General's commonts makes itunneces- 


-| ary to lay stress on the fact that thore was no 


harmony or co-operation between the rervices. 

Reverting to the ‘subject of the ‘supply of 
ammunition, General Stoessel stated that in 
4) acomber he had available only 1801 lin. mortar 
shells, No fower than 169 of those eame from 
the Japsneso—they had fallea in places too soft 
to enable them to explode, 

Those ehells the Russiaus were careful to 
collect, and to flre hack whence they camo. 
Tho oxplanation is somowbat curious. The 
mortara used by the Japanese were supplied by 
Messrs, Armstrong, and, like all mortars from 
those works, wero rifled from. right to left. The 
Roussian mortars were rifled from left to. right, 
and consequen'ly it was possible to use the 
Jvpanese shell twice, which would have bean 
ont of the question had the rifling been 
identical. : 

The collapse of the defence has been so
